Report  for  the  Year  1945, 


A  National  Medical  Service  is  foreshadowed  as  part 
of  an  immense  scheme  of  Social  Security,  but  meanwhile  the 
ever  urgent  work  of  caring  for  the  sick  and  suffering  must 
be  carried  on  to  the  best  of  our  ability.  The  Voluntary 
Hospitals,  not  least  in  Halstead,  have  shown  that  they  can 
bear  their  part,  with  the  willing  co-operation  of  subscribers 
and  helpers. 

The  success  of  the  Contributory  Scheme,  with  the 
generous  gifts  and  legacies  to  which  tribute  is  paid  elsewhere 
in  this  report,  has  enabled  the  Hospital  to  grant  improved 
benefits  at  lower  cost  to  the  patients  by  spreading  the  bur¬ 
den  which  would  otherwise  rest  on  those  who  most  need 
help. 

The  Physio-Therapy  Department  has  been  placed  on 
a  modern  full-time  basis  in  charge  of  Miss  M.  Bredenberg, 
(Chartered  Society  of  Physio-Therapv,  Medical  Electricity  and 
Light  and  Electro-Therapy),  with  equipment,  affording  a  val¬ 
uable  supplement  to  the  Surgical  and  Medical  Services. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  Out-Patients  block  will  soon  be 
restored  for  public  use,  after  a  number  of  years  as  a  First 
Aid  Post,  and  that  in  due  course  a  Children’s  Block  will 
be  erected,  and  those  other  facilities  again  available  which, 
owing  to  wartime  conditions  and  shortage  of  staff,  have  had 
to  be  curtailed.

The  passing  of  Mr.  E.  H.  Knight  is  marked  here  with 
the  greatest  regret  and  with  appreciation  for  all  his  interest 
and  assistance  in  the  past.  His  devoted  work  as  Secretary 
for  many  years  will  be  long  remembered. 

Dr.  T.  E.  Pallett  has  been  elected  a  Vice-President  in 
recognition  of  his  great  services  to  the  Hospital. 

Miss  M.  McClymont  has  succeeded  Miss  M.  Guiney 
as  Matron. 

On  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Ronald  Long,  whose  many 
services  as  Hon.  Secretary  and  Legal  Adviser  have  been 
much  appreciated,  Mr.  J.  A.  Hines  has  been  appointed  as 
Honorary  Secretary.

No  thanks  can  be  too  great  for  the  devoted  services 
rendered  by  the  past  and  present  Matrons  and  Staff  in  the 
difficult  conditions,  owing  to  the  shortage  of  nurses. 

The  generous  legacy  of  £500  under  the  will  of  the 
late  Mrs.  C.  M.  Diaper,  an  old  friend  of  the  Hospital,  is 
gratefully  acknowledged.

Medical  Officer’s  Report 

1945  has  presented  the  greatest  problem  in  the  history 
of  the  hospital;  a  difficulty  common  to  all  hospitals  and 
one  which  is  chiefly  the  Matron’s  concern;  namely,  the 
supply  of  nurses.. 

Miss  McClymont,  our  new  Matron,  has  dealt  with 
this  so  well  that  at  no  time  has  the  standard  of  nursing 
fallen  below  the  highest  level. 

We  appreciate  the  kindness  and  care  shown  to  our 
patients  at  all  times. 

We  were  very  concerned  to  lose  Miss  Guiney,  who 
had  given  us  such  excellent  service  during  her  term  oi 
office,  but  Miss  McClymont  has  proved  a  very  able  successor 
and  we  thank  her  for  the  unfailing  courtesy  and  skilful 
assistance  given  to  us  by  her  and  her  staff. 

Miss  Bredenberg’s  work  in  the  Physio-Therapy  De¬ 
partment  has  proved  an  invaluable  addition  to  the  hospital 
facilities.  We  also  thank  the  hospital  Committee  for  their 
continued  support  throughout  this  most  difficult  year.
